CPhe Taw probibits any finaneinl Institnn-
thon frotn loandog wore than two-thiyds of
the valae of property on oo diest mortgage,
but it is ordinartly not o difficalt matter to
nreange o sale upon these teenis i thiey ecan
be seeured. That they are perfectly safe
terms is shown by the faer thar the history
of loans wade upon lirst mortgages, where
the indttal payment of cash has oot ex-
voeded 100 per eent of the purchase priee,
shiows that the fallures or foreclosures dne
to the upkeep of caveying charges nee prae-
tieully  notling.
